And he just sits there, adjusting his folder, 
and stifling a yawn; more or less ignoring the 
questions.

Chamber of Commerce game for ten years, and he 
knows who has the final say, the final clout. 


After that was all over, we got real hot, and 
steamed out about ten ads, or spots (really: 
non-ads) jor the Chamber of Commerce. Which 
now we run at least four times a day. For 
free. We don't charge them a cent for the 
chance to have thetr acttvittes mentioned on 


radio. __Here's_ a typical one:

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"They don't talk about it very much --- but $140,000 a 1 of your tax money goes directly to the San Jose 
Chamber of Commerce to attract new industry to the area and --- some people would claim --- to attract more 
and more population to our already overcrowded Santa Clara County. $50,000 a year comes from the San Jose 
City General Fund and goes to the ‘promotion' and 'development' activities of the Chamber of Commerce. 
Another $90,000 comes from the Hotel-Motel Tax --- monies which, some would claim, might be better spent 

on ways to decrease area population and industry. If you feel strongly about this use of $140,000 of your 
city finances to encourage population growth, you might make contact with your favorite city councilmember 
or mayor: and you can reach them each day at 292-3141. Or, if you would like to make contact with the San 
Jose Chamber of Commerce directly, you can get them at AWful 3-3161." 


In keeping wtth the well known (and commendable) "Fatrness Policy" of the Federal Communications Commission 
--- which requires that any attack or commentary on public affairs over a broadcast facility be accompanted 
by an offer to the party concerned for time to reply --- we matled carbons of our ten non-ads to the Chamber. 
We resisted the temptation to include a bill (we figure we are giving them FREE . over $350 worth of adver- 
tising a month) but, as was our duty, offered them adequate time to reply. We told them we would prefer 

the tnterview technique, and had vistons of 2 or 3 hour long tnterviews a month with each of the Brontosaurs 
on the Chamber Board of Directors. However, what happened was --- tnstead --- a terse telephone call from 
one John Marks, Director of Public Relations. 


Mr. Marks merely called to point out to us some of the errors in the copy. He mentioned that the organization 
was called the Association of Metropolitan San Jose. We pointed out that there was a name-change in the works, 
but that a horse of a different color looked the same to us. He stated that the $90,000 was not taxpayers 
money, that it was from the hotel-motel tax. We suggested that a tax is a tax is a tax, and that if the city 
was going to lift that money from visitors --- we could damn well think of some better uses for it than fund- 
ing another idiotic year of the Chamber. He also pointed out that the number of the Association was 293-3161, 
not AWful 3-3161. We declined comment on that one. Finally, he said that it was a good thing that we had 
sent copies of the ads to him "because of the FCC Equal Time rules." He went on: "You sure as hell wouldn't want 
to get your nuts caught in the wring 95n the legal aspects of this thing." [That colorful phrase is a direct 
quote.] We pointed out that Equal Time is 3. only a political FCC rule (for elections) but that we would be de- 
lighted to have him or any 
other member of the Chamber
